W illiam Ruckheim, thirty-seven years 
old, a farmer five miles west of here, 
killed his wife, two sons, two arni 
four years old, and two daughters, 
eight and ten years old, by beheading 
them as they slept with the shall) 
edge 
of 
an 
axe. 
Ruckheim 
then 
stabbed himself with a penknife, but 
will nut die. 
The 
tragedy 
was 
discovered 
by 
wood sawyers, who have been work­ 
ing at the Ruckheim home for two 
days. 
W hen they neared the home 
they found all silent and knocked 0:1 
the 
door. 
Ruckheim, bleeding 
and 
weak, dragged himself to answer then 
summons. H e told them he had killed 
his fam ily because “ the world was 
coming to an end." 
The wood 
sawyers carried 
Ruck­ 
heim to his brother’s house nearby 
and 
returned 
to the house. 
They 
found the woman and the four filii 
dren in three different beds, welter­ 
ing in their blood. 
The bodies were 
cold. 
Life was extinct. 
The bedrooms were all adjoining 
and the father had evidently delib­ 
erately killed his victims one by one 
without sound. 
One of the girls had 
probably moved or had been moved a 
trill*** after she was struck by her 
father. 
She was lying on her back 
when found, a cleaved portion of hoi 
skull downward. 


Did Not Tell of Extent of Crime. 


The wood sawyers went hastily tc 
Parkers 
Prairie, 
where 
they 
tele­ 
phoned to Or. Black at Fergus Falls 
summoning him. 
They did not intl 
mate tile extent of the murder, how I 
ever. 
The authorities did not leair 
about it until Sheriff Billings learned 
of tile crime in Parkers Prairie, where 
he had gone on other business. 
He immediately summoned Coronet 
O. M. Hagen and 
County Attorney 
Anton Thompson, who 
left 
Fergus 
Falls for the scene of the tragedy. 
They returned 
to 
Parkers 
Prairie 
Their investigations shed no new light 
on tin- crime. 
Ruckheim is believed to be insane. 
“ I have done the right thing,’’ he 
said to the wood sawyers. “ The world 
is coming to an end. 
I intended to 1 
kill them at 3 o’clock in the morning 
J 
but I was so awful tired I overslept.’ j 
A search of the premises revealed 
four calves 
which had 
been 
killed 
with an axe. 
In a rambling statement 
to the sheriff Ruckneiin said some- ; 
thing about giving up sacrifices and 
also that he killed the calves to feed 
to the dogs, of which Ruckheim lias , 
several. 
Ii is considered probable Ruckheim I 
will be brought to Fergus Falls at 
once and til aced in the state hospital 
for the crim inally insane. 
His eondi- I 
tion is not serious. 
The knife blade 
was not long, nor very sharp.

There will be no politics in the pa 
per. 
Its purpose w ill be “ to educate 
the Indian in tile duties of citizenship 
and remove from his mind his stub­ 
born prejudice against the white man.”

Oconto, W is., Feb. 5.— That the vil­ 
lage of Suring is destined to be wiped 
out by poison is now the fear of every 
person in the little lumbering town in 
the northwest

where the three-year-old daughter of 
Nels Nelson died after eating poisoned 
candy left 
on 
the doorstep. 
The 
younger son of Nelson w’ill recover, 
but the villagers are now afraid that 
the poisoners will take some other 
methods to attack other families. 
The work is supposed to be of a 1 
demented woman. 
But 
the woman 
suspected has not been shown as yet 
to have had any hand in the murder 
of the child. 
The poisoning follows the sending 
out last year to the best known peo­ 
ple of the village of a series of let­ 
ters in which it was promised the 
w riter would poison every person in 
the place. 
The vMlage has a population of 200 
and, as the letters sent out all con­ 
tained strychnine, it is evident that 
the w riter has enough to carry out 
the threat of exterminating the com i 
muni tv.

A forty-eight foot express car equip 
ped with tanks for carrying live fish 
from Alton, HI., to Philadelphia ar­ 
rived in Alton the other day and will 
be loaded w ith S,000 pounds of Herman 
carp and dogfish for sale iii Philadel­ 
phia. 
The car is the first of its kind 
ever built. 
The water in tile tank will 
be aerated from the air line of thi* 
train aud w ill be filtered.

It was predicted by some of the fire­ 
men that the offer of arbitration will 
be accepted. 
Of the 234,000 miles of railroads in 
the country 190,000 miles are involved 
in the dispute.

MeCumber said he had asked a meat 
expert in Washington to estimate the 
value of a four-year-old steer based on 
the prevailing prices senators pay for 
steaks in the senate restaurant. 
“ I was told by this man, an expert 
butcher," said the North Dakota sen­ 
ator, “ that a four-year- old steer would 
bring from $2,000 to $3,000 based on 
prices that prevail in our cafe. 
The 
farm er receives for this same steel 
from $00 to $80. 
This is the remuner­ 
ation for four years’ work. 
Think of 
the salesman. 
He devotes thirty min 
utes’ work to the steer in Chicago 
ships him to Washington and jumps 
the price for him from $00 to mon 
than $2,000, and yet people are here 
demanding legislation and a boycott 
against the farm er." 
Senator 
MeCumber 
asserted 
that 
prices are much higher in Washing 
ton than in the city of Baltimore, forty 
miles distant. 
He attributed this con 
dition to the larger earning capacity 
of the people of Washington, where 
salaries are said to be higher than 
they are in Baltimore. 


Experimental Plats Planned For Ne­ 
braska District Schools. 
"T he Nebraska farmer will find his 
future Increased 
y i e l d s of com and 
wheat in cultivation rather than in se­ 
lected seed." said W . Ii. Moiler, secre­ 
tary of the Nebraska state board of 
agriculture, the other day at Lincoln, 
Neb. 
"Because I believe this I have 
recommended 
to the state board a 
plan of establishing an experimental 
station on every county farm and, in 
addition, tin* establishment of an ex­ 
perimental plat adjoining every district 
schoolhouse. 
“ The large, 
well 
equipped exp»«Ti- 
n 
ital stat iou docs good work, but it 
does not get clese enough to tin* farm­ 
er. 
If his children come home from 
school full of tin* experiments worked 
out on tin* adjoining plat the farmer is 
bound to take notice and lo incorporate 
these new ideas with Ids work. 
As 
soon as that is done we will see larger 
crops. 
W e are near the limit' of in­ 
crease depending alone on seed qual­ 
ity. 
Some scheme of more practical 
education now is needed. 
I may draft 
a bill for tin* slate legislature embody­ 
ing these ideas.” 
Secretary Mellows theory baa creat­ 
ed much comment, being opposed di­ 
rectly to the scheme of most educators 
which aims at the establishment of a 
few experimental stations in the state, 
each of them well housed and well 
equipped. 
Some knowledge of agricul­ 
ture would be required of teachers un­ 
der tile proposed plan. 
Provision for 
training of teachers along this line 
would be included in the proposed leg­ 
islation.

Mr. Ballinger asks authority to open 
such unsold land to 'settlement, with 
the stipulation tiiat the settlers at 
the time of making original entries I 
shall pay for the timber at prices to 
be fixed by the secretary of the In­ 
terior.

The Kentucky, 
a wooden vessel of 996 gross tonnage 
I and 203 feet long, was bound from New 
York to the Pacific to carry passengers 
between Tacoma and 
Alaskan ports 
for the Alaska-Pacific Steamship com­ 
pany. 
First news of the Kentucky’s dis­ 
tress was received at the United W ire ­ 
less company’s station at Cape Hat 
toras. 
There the operator heard the 
"S. O. S.,” quickly followed by this 
message: “ W e are sinking. 
Our lati­ 
tude is 32.1, longitude 76.30.” 
Almost simultaneously the operator 
heard the steamship Alamo respond to 
the Kentucky’s call for help, inform­ 
ing Captain Moore that the Alamo was 
making all speed to the sinking ves 
sel’s assistance. 
Thereafter no mes­ 
sage was received from the Kentucky, 
indicating that water had interfered 
with the power, putting her wireless 
apparatus 
out 
of 
commission. 
The 
navy department at Washington in the 
meantime flashed wireless messages 
along the Atlantic coast, dispatching 
the battleship Louisiana and two reve­ 
nue cutters to the scene, but word 
came from the Alamo that she had ar­ 
rived first and had taken off all hands 
in safety. 
This is the message as re­ 
ceived in New York by the United 
W ireless company from its Cape H at­ 
teras station: 
“ Latitude 
32.36, 
longitude 
76:2S. 
Steamship Alamo has just taken Cap­ 
tain Moore and crew of forty-six men 
from sinking steamship Kentucky. W a ­ 
ter had already reached the fire room 
and steamer w ill sink before midnight. 
The Alamo is now proceeding to Key

use of the Indians should be provided. 
The dedication 
of the church took 
place on the first anniversary of the 
signing of the peace pact.

The final chapters of the Walker 
tragedy took place almost sim u ltan ­ 
eously in that village th is morning. 
N. J. Sitzer, of Cass Lake, a brother- 
in-law of McDonald, arrived in W alk­ 
er yesterday even in g and w ent at 
once to the McDonald home where 
he spent an hour. 
The men sur­ 
rounding the house began to fear 
for Sitzer’s safety when he made his 
appearance together w ith Mrs. Mc­ 
Donald. 
She left last night for the 
Sitzer home in Cass Lake. 
It is re­ 
ported here that Mrs. McDonald did 
not wish to leave her husband, but 
was persauded to leave by Mr. Sitzer. 
Some time after she left Mr. Sitzer 
returned to the house and found Mc­ 
Donald sittin g in a chair in the bath 
room with 
a billet 
through 
his 
head. 
Word was also received here about 
noon that Howard Sexton, the vic­ 
tim of McDonald’s bullet had suc­ 
cumbed to his wounds, dying during 
the forenoon. 
The Duluth N ew s-Tribune states 
that Mrs. Sexton, 
mother 
of 
the 
murdered man, telephoned to Duluth 
that she had been informed that Mc­ 
Donald shot Sexton by mistake, tak­ 
ing him for another 
man 
against 
whom he had a grudge. 


The follow ing account of the af­ 
fair was sent to the twin city dalles: 


Walker, Minn., Feb. 5.— Mrs. Walter 
McDonald, 
with her brother, 
M. J. 
Sitzer of Cass Lake, left the house, 
two blocks from the business portion 
of the city, in which her husband, who 
shot down Howard Sexton, surveyor, 
of Duluth Thursday evening in the Ho­ 
tel Chase, has been surrounded by an 
armed posse since that time. 
Sitzer said, and the decreased eau 
tion of the bayed desperado indicates, 
that Walter McDonald will surrender 
himself to Sheriff De Lury. 
On the 
other hand, the spread of this report 
moved Sheriff De Lury to strengthen 
his lines of possemen about the be 
sieged house, fearing the desperado 
within, now relieved of caring for his 
wife’s safety, was ’’playing possum” in 
anticipation of making a break for b's 
liberty.
